The following are the points’ which have 
been seferred.to the British Government for 
consideration. : ca : 
1.~As nalive opiuin is to be entirely sup- 
pressed’ within ten years, foreign opium shall 
beso likewige,,s0 that the supplies may be 
discontinued simultaneously. The importation 
of Indian opium shall therefore be reduced pre- 
portionally. {e¢ is’ requested that the average 
‘of the imports for the years 1901-1995 be taken.

2.—Calcutta being a'centre of opium export 
tende in India, it is requested that Chinese 
officials be allowed tn inspect the packing and 
exporting of opium at Calcutta, so as lo secure, 
an authentic return of the opium exported. te 
Chita.
